A Snag in Trade with Canton, 


OME weeks ago comment was made of the vicious charges 
imposed by Chinese Customs officials on goods and wearing 
apparel, in particular, on entering Canton. It was disclosed that 
persons of the amnh and house boy class had to part with hats and 
blankets, purchased in Hong Kong, on payment cf a Customs duty 
of exactly the price paid for the article in this Colony—or forfeit 
the article even though they were actually being worn at the time 
by the victim of this inquilous system. 

A week ago a contributor to this paper divulged another source 
of “squeeze” by the Customs. Comparing the river trip from Can- 
ton with the train’ journey he stated that on the steamer first- 
class passengers are not worried by uniformed youngsters demand- 
{ny to probe inside attache cases (especially those of Europeans) to 
search for goody purchased in Canton (even lacquer ware had to 
pay Customs duty) and mulcting sums on receipts marked “Kowlooa 
Customs.” Our contributor stated in his own very free and blunt 
fanguage:— ; 
“The professional doings of a very youthful Customs Officer 

set me guessing. One can understand a duty being levied on 

‘ foreign goods coming from Hong Kong into Canton, but to levy 
a stiff duty on goods (even small lacquer ware jewel cases) pur- 
chased in Canton, just before the train reaches Shum Chun, 
the end of the Chincse-acction of the Railway, is the limit. It 
ig against pushing Canton business, What's the idea, any- 
way? Hong Kong is « free port. I noticed that the receipts 
were. marked Kowloon Customs, and — well, never mind: when 
next I visit Canton to buy my Blighty pewter tankards, I shall 
be returning by the River steamer route and thus give that 

Customs guy a miss,” ~ : 

Those assertions have not been contradicted. Therefore, they 
may be taken as substantially correct. As our contributor asks: 
“What ia the idea?” Is the export duty to Hong Kong really sanc- 
tioned by the Chincre Customs Department in Canton: Iy the use 
of the words “Kowloon Customs” meant to convey to the hapless 
yictim that the impost is one levied by the Government of Hong 
Kong and not by that of Canton? Has the General Chamber of 
Commerce, with its secretarial staff costing nearly $30,000 o year 
(besides leave and passage reserve) taken any step to inquire into 
the truth of our contributor’s assertions and to make strong repre- 
sentations to the Canton Government? Has the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce done anything to protect Chinese passengers from 
Canton from this new form of Customs duty under the guise of the 
“Kowloon Customs”? Huns the Government of Hong. Kong called 
the attention of the Canton Government to the allegations againat 
its Customs minions on the Chinese side of the border and demanded 
to know why Europeans and others are being subjected to an export 
tax on articles they bring down to Hong Kong? Has anyone, save 
and except our contributor, moved one foot in the matter? . 

It is all very well for Canton to invite Hong Kong Chinese mor- 
chants to visit Kwangtung with tho object of intoresting them in 
possible investments in Kwangtung industrics. Ig thig arrange- 
ment to be all one-sided? Are the Chinese here oxpected to invest 
thelr spare cash in Canton and then stand idly by and sec both im- 
ports into and exporta from Canton subjected to a Customs duty 
the amount of which depends on the whim of the Customa Depart- 
ment’s minions? “Pay the tax we demand or forfeit the article — 
even though it be a brand new hat ono is wearing on entering Can- 
ton or a act of lacquer ware one Is carrying over the border into 
British territory.’ The Chinese Chamber of Commerce mots tor 
morrow, and we took to it in the intereats of the Chineso of this 
Colony to take this nattcr up seriously, and set an example to tha 
lethargic General Chamber 6f Comuretve which tan expend a thou- 
aand dollars on securing a comparison of Civil Servants’ Salaries but

Tho travelling atreet hawkers of 
Hong Kong do not/pretend to be 
howkera; they ARE hawkers with 
a Vengeance, and without any song 
or poeticnl touch to) make their 
shrickings any the more juicler. 
Strange to say, they are permitted 
to navigate the streets of the 
Colony screaming thelr warea un- 
molested. Coursao, many will say 
that street hawkers MUST live, and 
even though they bellow their 
wares, they should not be- judged 
too harshly. ‘ 

Like Escaping Steam. 

Morning, noon and night pene- 
trating ‘cries come through our 
open windows like escaping steam, 
and on many occasions it has only 
been with great presence of mind 
that o loving wife. has prevented 
her enraged spouse from going into 
the atreet and giving a howling pest 
the coup-de-grace ... and perhaps 
committing murder. The Hong 
Kong hawker’s beat cry is when he 
{a selling Httle; the Httle he sella 
the more he yells, and the more ho 
yells, the more he seems to thrive 
on ft, because incessant yelling to 
these gentry appears to be a form 
of nourishment. Another thing. 
xreat care is taken thatthe pene- 
trating shricks oscillate ot all 
angles; and so well have some of 
the older hands developed lung 
power that they can scream for 80 
seconds or more without pulling up 
for air, S'fact! Whether’ or not 
these disturbers are aware of the 
fact that the more one exercises 
his lungs the longer he is likely to 
ive, is open to speculation. 

Hundreds Too Many. 

It js obvious that there are hun- 
dreds of shrieking travelling hawk- 
ers too many in the Colony, and 
the “profesaton” ought to be dia- 
couraged to some degree. But 
how? A correspondent in a tacnl 
daily paper once suggested that 
a Workhouse ought to be provided 
for the countless number of beg- 
gars in’ the Colony—and quite 
right, too, for it Is no crime to be 
poor; but tha hawker fraternity 
brand themsclyes as belonging to o 
higher social stratum than common 
coolies and ordinary workers, for 
they argue that they are in. busi- 
neas for themselves; cach his own 
boss, so to speak, and toiling only 
when the spirit calls, which seems 
to be pretty often. Then, agaln, 
the Government reaps ao certain 
amount of revenue from each 
hawker, and although there fa a 
Retrenchment Committee altting at 
the time, from whom much in the 
way of cconomy is expected, never- 
theless, the Governing Powers aro 
not over flush with dollara these 


chow and Mah Jong acts could bo 
jProvided, gratis, and tea doped 
with aleep inducer given freely: or 
the onda of pextered streets could 
be barricaded, and residents could 
take it in turn to keop guard and 
warn off offending tribes. 

Hawkers’ Funds. .

Galvanic Effect.

On our boflagged ohip, from 10 
o'clock on, a friendly invasion of 
600 Chinese visitors — among the 
beat clents of the Java Lijn.

European guests (The Commis. 
sioner of Customs, foreign Con- 
sun, shipping agants, etc.). No 
Indies on . board: they have !eft 
their  menfolk carte blanche, 
Soft drinks and Dutch beer 
brought fron Holland in fri- 
gidaires, Captaln Weide and Mr. 
Lebert, agent of the Java Lijn, act- 
iny as hosts to 16 prominent guests 
at lunch and intercating speeches, 
We hear that a contract was 
Initialled yestordny with the 
Netherlands Construction Co. for 
the creation of a new harbour in 
Amoy, allowing ships to lie along- 
side the plers when completed, 

We are to aail Inte fn the after- 
noon, awaiting the arrival of 500 
coolies from foland. . 

One could make an interesting 
study of the organisation of coollo 
emigration, from which this port 
lives, It comprises health 
bureau, “lodging house brokers,” 
banks and: an Emigrants’ Home. 

The Public Health Service was 
formerly under the supervision of 
a British doctor who examined and 
vuccinuted the emigrants at a rate 
of 30c. per head. After 11 years 
of cfMficient service, the Inst doctor 
retired in 1930. : 

In December of that same year, 
the Nanking Government appointed 
a Chinese gurgeon, Dr. F. S. Wang 
of St. George ’ University, Shang- 
hal, as Head of the Port Health 
Service. He bexan his functions 
in 1931, to satisfy the very 
strict emigration regulations 
of the Straits, Burma and = the 
Philippines, 

In connection with emigration 
there is a Lazaret’ near the 
Aerodrome and the fort of Pan-Che. 
A Quarantine Bureau and a find 
new hospital is belng built for In- 
fectious diseases. F 

The expenses of ' the Public 
Health Service are $2,000 per 
month, which are practically cover- 
ed by a poll-tax of $1 por emigrant. 
Of thia, a aum of Se. per head yocs 
towards tho support of the 
Emigrants’ Home . which receives 
the rejected ones for health rensons 
until they are fit to return to their 
homes or cmigrate at a Tater date, 

The steerage passengers, Inbour- 
ers or merchants, who arrive at 
Amoy on the very day of ombarka- 
tlon may be vaccinated on board. 
Their average age ia from 18 to 25 
years. Numerous are the reasons 
which force them to emigrate, but 
their condition in foreign coun- 
tries js far from being a pitiable 
one, For instance, in the Stralts 
they receive an average pay ot $50] 
per month, 2 sults of clothes n year, } 
free medical attendance and, [ am 
told, lodging and Chinese food,

Sir Francia Burdett's position 
under the Itegency and in the 
reign of George IV. somowhat re- 
calls that of Henry Labouchere in 
Queen | Victoria's lntor —yoars, 
Both were members of Parliament 
who nover hold office but were 
more gencrally known than all but 
the netual leaders; both were rich 
and well burn, yet the allies of 
extreme Radicals and — Trinh 
Nationnlists, But Lubouchere's 
career was a palo reflection of 
Burdctt's, who actually suffered 
imprisonment twice for his poli- 
tical opinions, and whose popular. 
ity was so formidable that Gov- 
ernment mobillsed 40,000 mon in 
1810 before they durcd arrest him 
at his house in Piceadilly.

WEIGHING THE EARTH. 


Tt has just been announced that 
men of science in America have

“CAR LIGHTING 
FAULTS AND THEIR REMEDIES. 


Taking it by and large, the 
Ughting system of the modern 
automobile fs aa reliable as most 
other things nbout the car, 60 
*thit very Hittle trouble is Hkely 
to be experienced [f n  cortain 
amount of attention is devoted to 
{ts upkeep. : 

Apart from neglect, most 
Ughting troubles arise from too 
large n lond, caused by the use 
of too many accessorics or by the 
use of larger Inmps than are real- 
ly necessary. To ensure reliable 
lighting the total current taken 
by all the lamps should not equal 
the output of the generator, so 
that a small surplus ia shown on 
the ‘charge" side of the simmeter. 
Using higher eandlepower lamps 
than the normal is likely to cause 
a discharge of several amperes 
from the battery, and if it 
shottd happen that this is ino a 
atate of poor churge, due to ox- 
cessive starter use or old age, the 
Hghting will drain the battery in 
n short time, and the lissht given 
by the lamps will not be nearly 
as good a8 would be the ecnse if 
the normal lights had been used, 
Modern headlights are so de- 
signed that oa brilliant driving 
Hght is obtained from a minimum 
of candlepower, and the use of 
larger Iamps than those supplied 
by the maker will simply waste 
current without creating: a better 
driving light. 

Owners of cars who do a lot of 
night driving should make a 
point of going over the lighting 
system occasionally with the ob- 
joct of both cleaning it and find- 
ing the location of the vulner- 
able points: in its circuit. The 
fuses particularly should be 
found, and their _ positiona 
memorised, (Usually there is 
one under the dash nnd onc in the 
generator itself, but the actual 
positions may be found from the 
ilurtration in the instruction 
book.) 


Sudden excessive brilliance of 
the lights indicates that the bat- 
tery has become disconnected, 
or partially so, at some point in 
the circuit. This effect is likely 
to be followed by the extinction 
of all the lights, duc to efther the 
fuse or the filaments of | the 
Inmps ‘blowing.’” Should this 
happen, the cause of the trouble 
should be ‘found frst, and re. 
medied, and the fuse or the 
lamps replaced. If it should hap- 
yen that no spare fuses are avail- 
able, a piece of tin or lead foil, 
such as ix used for chocolate 
wrappers. should be wrapped 
round the old fuse body and the 
fuse inserted in the clips. ‘This 
type of repnir is quite safe, and 
will last for some time.

Suppose, for example, when all

Another trouble, ‘that 
of the charging rate falling well 
below normal ao that the battery 
instead of receiving, sny, 12 
amperes is getting only four or 
five, is usually caused by a dirty 
commutator or by worn-out 
brushes. Either of these causes 
is very harmfal in that sparking 
is produced cat the brushes, 
causing rapid deterioration of the 
commutator and o brush — gear. 
The cover plate should be re- 
moved from the generator every 
5,000 miles, and the commutator 
and brush gear cleaned with a 
rage moistened with petrol. 
The Battery, 

There are two’ main factora 
that should be kept in: mind as 
regards the lighting — that the 
senerator js delivering its pro- 
per output and that the battery 
is always well charged, but not 
overcharged for, any considerable 
period (on Jong runs it ia paod 
practice to keep the lights burn- 
ing, to reduce the rate of charge 
of the battery), Keep the elec- 
trolyte (the acid) level above 
that of the plates, adding distill. 
ed water if the level gets Tow. 
Once a month cheek the Ievel of 
the solution and at the same time 
examine the battery connections, 
making sure that they are tight 
and free from corrosion. If the 
lighting circuit is of the frame 
return or one wire type, see that 
the copper strap that connects 
one terminal of the battery to the 
frame is in good order. 


Poor Contact. 

Poor lights may be cnured by 
old and blackened lamps, and if 
this is the cnuse they should be 
renewed. Another reason is 
that the generator may not have 
been siving: its proper output 
and the consequent discharve of 
the battery has run it down, or, 
again, the terminals in the Inmp 
socket itself may have become 
dirty, so creating added resist.

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Correct Lamps, 

Another cause of poor lighting 
fs bad focusing. If tho Iamp is 
out of focus a black spot will ap. 
pear in what would otherwise be 
tho centre of the beam. This 
not only causes discomfort to the 
driver but is a nuisance to other 
drivers, Because the glare from 
such 8 Inmp fa excessive. 

In ordor to pravent troubles of 
thin kind it fs good policy to get 
exactly tho same type and power- 
ed bulb when replacements —be- 
come necessary, In any case, 
the focus of .the headlights 
should be tested before the car 
is taken on the rond. The time 
tnken for this job is, at the moat, 
five minutes, and jt may be the 
menns of avoiding a bad necident. 
Nothing is so important in night 
driving as good lights, and as 
very little time need be devoted 
to keeping the lighting equip: 
ment at its best there {5 no ren- 
son why every motorist should 
not enjoy the feeling of safety 
that good lights give. 


“1,704 MILES, 


Tour by Ford Transport 
Plane. 


A Ford trimotor transport plane, 
fitted with new high-speed equip- 
ment for the reductlon of head 
reslatance, has just completed a 
1,704-mile tour at an average speed 
of 128 milea per hour. Government 
officials at Washington partlelpated 
in part of the testa of the plane 
which gives indications of ability 
to greatly necelerate scheduled air 
line travel by permitting Increased 
intercity cruising speeds.

The fastert leg of the tour was a 
Might between Langley Field, Vir- 
xinia, and Washington, D.C., 2 dia- 
tance of 135 milea. With Major 
Nugh J, Knerr, commanding officer 
of the Second Bombardment Group, 
at the controla, the plane. carrying 
a pilot, nine passengers and con- 
siderable baggage, covered this lap 
in 55 minutes, at the rate of 148 
milea por hour. The alowest leg 
war the 404 mile jump from 
Newark, NJi, to Cleveland over the 
Alleghany mountains against a 
etrong- head wind, The plane neso- 
tinted this lap in 3 hours, 60 min- 
ulea, in aplte of the adverse wind, 
at a rate of 105 milea (per hour, 
On the home fileht to Detrolt from 
Cleveland the same dny, the nlane 
covered the 115 mile Jap in 60 
minutes, at the rate of 138 miles 
per hour, 

On tivo other occasions, the plane 
averaued 188 milen an hour or bet- 
ter on long jumps. One waa the 
outbound flight between Dayton, 0., 
and Washington, vin Vandalia, Pa., 
nnd Cumberland. Md., when the

CAR DESIGN. 


Where Britain Leads 
and Fails.. 


(By A. G, Throsaell, Daily Telegraph 
Motoring Correspondent.) 


Are wo contributing our sharo to 
the Improvement of motor-car de- 
aign, to tho process of doveloping 
the Ident car?) Although a poriod 
ef acute depression fe scarcely 
fayoursble to the Introduction of 
new ideas, manufacturers In other 
vountrles Reem more eager to adopt 
Innovations in design and — break 
awaytfrom the conventlonal, 

In America half a dozen of the 
fending makers have suddenly and 
nimultancously decided that moter- 
fata want eaaler geonr-changing, and 
that the free-wheel device {sn an 
amusing and attractive way to 
watlsfy them. In Germany tho re- 
cent Berlln show has evinced o 
almilar’ sudden and simultancous 
move for change, this timo in 
favour of front-wheel drive and In- 
dependent wheel apringing. 

Here there has been nothing com- 
parable, The .only  noveltiea at 
Olympia were  plethoric hubs ond 
similar fads of fashion, There were 
fewer “unusual” cars shown than 
for many years, One might con- 
clude that Britlsh manufacturers 
were clinging to the conventional 
design, too cautious to give Inven- 
tiveness nn Innings. It is trae that 
the past ten or twelve months “have 
sean the adaptation of the hydraul!e 
clutch to: the car chassis and of 
atream-lining to its body, ideas of 
first-rate Importance but ssolnted 
Instances of enterprise. 

Generally the inuatry seema to 
be aatiafied with the car aa it is 
and to seek improvement only, In 
details, 

Of course. the novellies of Amer- 
jea and Germany are not really now. 
The free wheel was given a ‘good 
trial in this country a couple of 
years ago; in fact, it waa, I believe, 
firat developed in Britain, and if we 
failed to appreciate {ts virtues the 
makers are not to blame. 

Germany's Move, 

Germany's experiments are more 
interesting, Front-wheel 
have known of for years, thanks: to 
the cournge of one firm which ex- 
perfmented with and exploited thia 
form of transmiesion; but {t was 
malnly for racing and a far from 
vheap ear, Germony seema to be 


developIng the front drive for the 7 


snke of economy as muchas for its 
mechanical advantages, auch as they 
are. Of three front-wheel drives at 


Berlin two were on cars of decided-|. 


ly popular price. —— a two-cylinder 
two-atroke costing £85, and an 
otherwise conventional “four” coat- 
Ing £180. But if we are to give up 
the normal arrangement of engine 
and driving axle the weight of the 
argument, theoreticnl and prac- 
much Sn favour of 
moving the engine to the rear, a5 
Sir Dennis Burney doca. 

About the advantages of indepen- 
dently sprung wheels there is no 
dispute, and here I think British 
car-makers have Jaid themselves 
open to a charge of neglect. Firms 
have experimented; but, {n spite of 
the example of a world-famous 
Italinn car, which has established 
the complete success and reliability 
of front wheels  jndependently 
sprung, nothing of the sort has 
hitherto been produced. 

The usual excuse is that for our 
fine: roads the existing system of 
resilient leaf aprings with ahock 
absorbers to mit their netion may 
be old-fashioned, may be wasteful, 
may be unequal 'ta really rough go- 
Ing, but Is goad cnough. 

Now that we are seriously try: 
ing to sell our cars abroad [t is na 
longer good enough. For South 
Africn, South America, and other 
parts where ruta and potholes sup- 
ply most of the road surfaces, a car 

th wheels that can independently 

commodate themselves to — the 
bumps and hollows would have a 
Hnge pull over its competitors. It 
looks unfortunately as ff we shall 
not be the first, or even the second, 
in the field with a cheap and 
satisfactory system. The Ameri- 
cans are experimenting and hard 
at it. The Germans sare 
now producing amall cara, 
and cheap ears as well 
as bis expensive ones with indepen- 
dent suspension, The BMW. 
which is the German Austin Soven, 
has now no front axle, And Ger- 
many, hitherto negligible as a car- 
producing country, ja now ahead of 
ua, not merely in these points of 
novel design, but in cheap produc- 
tion. The new Opc!, Germany's 
popular car, Ja a six-cylinder of 
about 16 hp, which as a saloon 
with sliding roof sells at £185. 

But Britain ia waking up. I 
was shown the new 8-cylinder 
Hampton. It is o Jow-built sport- 
ing cor of only 17.8 h.p., and its 
great feature js that all four road 
whoela are Independently suspended. 
It is rour-driven with pivoting driv. 
ing ehafta, and the front wheels are 
at olther end of double transverse 
springs. 

Tho car, with a fine saloom body, 
-costa £676, and a “alx” on a almilar 
chnaais ts to cost £475; but I am 
told that independent suspension Is 
no more costly than the ordinary 
system. Its superiority is beyond 
disput.
